For your Queries to Abel, about the Scotch Ja- 
cobite Advocates, and their Medal, there’s a 
great deal of lefs Myftery inthat Matter. All 
the Art and Induftry the Fa@tion can ule, is not a- 
ble f to palliate that Affair, but an infolent Spirit 
of Jacobitiim appears plainly thro it.
